Th¢ London Poeard of Trade hegan an In-
quiry into the loss of the steamship Mohegan, of
the Atlantic Traueport Line, on Thursday, and
ft« report witl be awalted with much interest.
On more than on: cccaslon, especially in the
cage of the British steamship Palmyra, in 18585,
It has leen intimated that shipwrecks have been
due o faulty comprsses, and evidence may e
brought out on this line in the cage of the Mo-
hegan. The compass s @ supersensitive in-
strument, although a production of the highest
sefentifie skill, and {t 1s lable to s sudden and
capriclons changes that no navigator can be
excused for neglecting 1ts adjustment whenever
oeccaston would seem to require it.
